DOCTOR FIGHTS | 
WITH A HOLDUP. 


His Watch Saved His Lite 

by Diverting Bullet 

‘Aimed at Heart. 


NINE. SHOTS ARE FIRED. 


Carried $9,000 in Bills in His 
Hat, Which He Alleges 
Were Penetrated by 


BATTLEIN CONGRESS STREET 


Physician Says He Was Tracked to 
Lonely Spot and Then Attacked 
mm War He Described 


GIVES DETAILS OF STRUGGLE. 


Nine revolver shots aroused persons in Con- 
gress street, near Springfield avenue, at 9 
o'clock last night. Several men ran to the 
place where the weapons had been dis- 
charged and found Dr. I. C. H. E. Zeigler of 
the Lexington Hotel in a condition of nerv- 
ousness bordering on hysterics. 

Dr. Zeigler declared that he had been held 
up by a robber, and when he showed fight by 
drawing his revolver the thug blazed away 


at him with his, The thief fired five shots 
and the doctor four, then the assailant took 


to his heels. | 

The phyeician declared that one bullet had 
etruck him just above the heart, but that 
an old-fashioned silver hunting case watch 
had saved his life by stopping the leaden 
miseile. He also declared that another bullet 
had gone through his hat where he had 
$2,000 in $1,000 bills with which he was going 
to pay for 180 cadavers he had contracted for 
with a man, whom he expected to meet 
and pay at the Lexington Hotel later in the 
evening. — 

The police of the West Lake Street Station 
were summoned, and came at a mad run in 
a patrol wagon. When they arrived they 
found a crowd had gathered. Dr. Zeigler 
was taken into the residence of James Fitz- 
patrick, 2002 West Congress street. There 


he told his story in more detall, after a mes- 
| sage had been sent for Dr. A. M. Wheeler, 


Shows Hole in Bills.” 

First he showed the dented silver watch 
and the vest where the bullet had struck. 
Then he-took from his silk hat nine bills of 
the denomination of $1,000 each, There was 
a hole through the hat and a hole of the 
same size through the roll of bills. 

The doctor also showed a rip along the 
seam of the left sleeve of his coat. The rip 
extended from the elbow down. He said he 
thought he had wounded his assailant, be- 
cause there was blood on a towel in his 
satchel, which had been forced open during 
the encounter. 

The doctor stated that he had made ar- 
rangements with a man, who said he was 
Dr. Liewellys F. Barker of the faculty of 
Rush Medical College, to deliver to him 
(Zeigler) 180 bodies. They were to meet last 
night at the Lexington Hotel and Dr. 
Zeigler was to pay the supposed Barker $9,000 
for papers transferring the cadavers to him. 


Carries $9,000 Half a Day. 

“*I drew out the $9,000 at the First Na- 
tional Bank at noon,” said Dr. Zeigler, and 
was ready to close the deal at the appointed 
time, but I was called to attend a patient 
in the family of Joseph Berry at 2004 West 
Congress street, and went there before 
going to the Lexington Hotel, where I live. 
a matter of security I put the $9,000 in an 
envelope and put the envelope under the 
sweatband in my hat. Then Ist. Ad West.“ 

According to his story, when he was within 
200 feet of Springfield avenue a man 90 
years old, 5 feet and 11 inches tall, and weigh- 
ing 170 pounds sprang in front of him and 
ordered him to throw up his hands. He 
obeyed. The thief then reached into one of 
the docor’s pockets and took some small 
change. After this the two clinched and 
began to scuffle, the doctor being thrown 
down. 

Duel with Revolvers Begins. 

While the doctor lay on the ground the 
robber opened his medicine satchel and took 
out a towel. With this he started to gag the 
physician. But the doctor was able to draw 
his own revoiver from his pocket and blazed 
away at the thug. The robber returned the 
fire, the bullet going through the doctor’s 
silk hat, knocking it off. Then the doctor 
sprang to his feet and the duel proceeded, 
each pumping lead at the other till nine shots 
had been fired. Then the thug fied. 

The doctor believed he gave the robber a 
wound because of blood found on the towel 
taken from his satchel. The thief’s revolver 
with blood on it was also found. 

Dr. Zeigler was taken to the West Lake 
Street Station, where he was questioned 
closely regarding the affair. He again ex- 
hibited the ruined watch, the hat, the bills 
with a hole through them, and the vest with 
the hole in it. 

Dr. Zeigler then advanced an explanation 
of the affair. He said as soon as the robber. 
was arrested he recognized the fellow as the 
man who had been to his office representing 
himself to be Dr. Barker. 


Says He Recognized Thief. 

“I said to him: ‘I recognize you and your 
volce, said the doctor to the police. _ 

“He replied? Tou won't recognize me 
again.’ 

This man, according to the doctor, proba- 
bly had represented himself as Dr. Barker 
with the sole purpose of trapping Dr. Zeigler 
and getting the $9,000. He probably shadowed 
him, saw him go to the bank and get the 
money. Then he learned from: his office that 
he had a call out on West Congress street, 
preceded him there, and lay in wait for him 
with the result noted. 3 

Dr. Zeigler left the station at midnight and 
went to the Lexington Hotel. Arrived there 
he found Emil Linder, his secretary, and the 
Rev. W. F. Black, pastor of the First Chris- 
tian Church, who had been asked to witness 
the payment of the money to the supposed | 
Dr. Barker. Dr. Barker had not appeared. 

Dr. Barker lives at the Quadrangle club.

“Do you recognize this ticket?“ asked 
Gahan, one similar to Lantz’s. 

“No. You cannot come in on that ticket,“ 
replied Miller. 

“Then we will go back to the Sherman 
House, and hold our meeting there,“ replied 
Gahan, and the entire party returned. 


Meeting at the Sherman House. 


At that meeting Mr. Gahan, in calling it to 
order, said he had acted as chairman of the 
County committee. He had sent out the call 
to the 122 members of the eommittee ho 
were elected at the last county convention 
and the meeting had to be adjournedifrom the 
place originally designated in the call, as ad- 
mission to the hall had been refused. A roll 
call showed 71 of these 122 to be present and 
then the ist of officers was elected.

SHANTY CONCEALS PLUNDER 
of ALLEGED THIEVING GANG.

Amateur Husical Club. 

Yesterday afternoon, in Music Hall, the 
Amateur Musical club listened to piano play- 
ing by Miss Hazel Harrison, a young colored 
girl, of whose talents much in terms of high 
praise had been spoken. Ten selections were 
the young pianist’s portion of the program, 
and sufficed to enable a reasonably complete 
estimate of her abilities. 

That Miss Harrison possesses pilanistic 
talent of unusually high order is undeniable. 
Whether she is a genius,” as certain of her 
friends claim, is a question that it is en- 
tirely unnecessary to discuss at the present 
time. Talént in measure sufficient to make 
serious musical study advisable is abun- 
dantly in evidence, and with the knowledge 
of this fact the present can rest content—the 
manifestations of ‘*‘ genius’’ may be left to 
the future and themselves. 

Yesterday Miss Harrison showed that she 
has studied to good purpose. Her fingers 
are fleet and unusually sure, and, although 
her technic is, of course, not faultless as yet, 
it ls still remarkably satiefying in a player 
who is only 17 years of age, and who is stil! 
in the student period of development. She 
has strength as well as lightnéss, and, al- 
though the tone she wins from her instru- 
ment in sustained work is hard when any- 
thing above mezzoforte is required, that is a 
fault met with in the playing of every young 
student of the Leschetizky method, but for- 
tunately is one that can be remedied through 
attention and the desire to improve the tone 
quality. Miss Harrison's technical pro- 
ficiency merely proves, however, that she has 
aptitude, that she has been diligent, and 
that she has been well taught. The qualities 
in her playing that speak of her musical 
talents are a firmness and surety shown in 
the interpretative grasp of most of the se- 
lections she played yesterday, and a certain 
spirit of individuality that characterizes 
much that she does. She has learned from 
her teacher, but there is also something of 
herself in her work.

New York, Dec. 2.—[{Special.]—To those 
who may have supposed that Booth Tark- 
ington’s story, Monsieur Beaucaire,”’ would 
lend itself readily to dramatization and prove 
of more than usual effectiveness in its trans- 
lation to the stage, the result of author's and 
actors’ efforts at the Herald Square Theater 
tonight was somewhat disappointing. 

The story might have lent itself to stage 
purposes with less straining for effect, more 
virility, and a general resuit far more pleas- 
ing than fs the case in most plays made from 
popular books. And all this might have been 
effected with less of omission and less of ad- 
dition of extraneous matter than is usual in 
such cases. 

The atmosphere of Mr. Tarkington's story 
is romantic and well sulted to stage pur- 
poses; the plot, though not in the least com- 
plicated or surprising, is interesting and dra- 
matic. And yet, though in its present form 
it follows in the main the thread of story 
outlined in the book, Monsieur Beaucaire ”’ 
lacks the vigor, the freshness, the spon- 
taneity, and the qualities of human interest 
which made the book a refreshing addition 
to the volume of light and pleasing fiction. 
Perhaps, after all, this is due to the fact that 
the book has been followed all too closely; 
in its stage form the story is too diffuse, the 
action drags, and save for the climax at the 
end of the third act there is little that is 
dramatic in the entire presentation, 

Mr. Mansfield as an actor must always 
command respectful attention. His ideals 

high and, what is more to the point, he 
has attained a degree of technical excellence 
which enables him also to realize in large 
measure those ideals. 

But his presentation of Beaucalre will add 
nothing to his reputation, as, indeed, it dis- 
closes nothing new in his accomplishments, 
Beaucaire on the stage is a somewhat anemic 
personage, who talks prettily, dances grace- 
fully, and fights recklessly. But with the 
exception of the moment in which he defends 
himself against the swords of the hired as- 
sassins, he hardly ever breaks from the shell 
of polite placidity. 

To the love scenes the actor’s musical ut“ 
terance lends a pleasing quality, in marked 
contrast to the biting ring of the tones in 
which he returns the sarcasm of his enemies 
and rivals. But thereis little opportunity for 
light and shade elsewhere in the perform- 
ance, and its most distinct quality, perhaps, 
is a certain monotony, soothing, perhaps, but 
not conducive of what is important in dra- 
matic accomplishments.

Washington, D. C., Dec. 2.—The opening 
of the first session of the Fifty-seventh Con- 
gress at noon today drew to the Capitol a 


| great throng of spectators eager to witness 


the scenes of animation which mark the an- 
nual reassembling of the national law- 


“Although the actwal work of the two) 
Houses was not to begin until 12 o’clock, the 
historic old structure—-now refurnished 
from end to end until it shines with marble, 
gilt, and rich ‘decorations—was astir long 
before that hour. It was an ideal day to 
bring out the public, sunny and warm, with 
just enough breeze from the south to lazily 
stir the flags over the Capitol, some of which 


were raised for the first time since the ad- 


journment of Congress nine months ago. 
There were ho entrance restrictions, and the 
crowds flowed uninterruptedly into the bulld- 
ing. 

Many women were in the throng, including 
the wives and families of Senators and mem- 
bers, as well as many of the feminine repre- 
sentatives of the Cabinet, diplomatic, and 
executive circles. 

Senators and members began arriving early 
in the day, and there was the usual hand- 
shaking arhong old friends and informa! talk 
of the work ahead The veteran Senator 
from Iowa, Mr. Allison, was one of the first 
to reach the Senate wing and resume his work 
as chairman. of the Committee on Appropria- 
tions. 

Senator Jones of Arkansas, the Democratic 
floor leader in the Senate, was another early 
arrival, and soon had a circle of bis Demo- 
cratic colleagues in the cloakroom discussing 
the session’s program. Speaker Henderson 
did not reach the House wing until shortly 
before the session opened, and remained in 
his private office conferring with members 
during the formalities preceding his reélec- 
tion as Speaker. | 

Flower Show in Senate. 

A profusion of floral offerings, quite un- 
usual in quantity, in variety, and in beauty, 
today transformed the Senate chamber into a 
flower show. Almost every member of the 
body was the recipient of one or more of these 
evidences of the regard of his friends, and 
the atmosphere of the chamber was heavy 
with the odor of rare plants and blossoms. 
The display of chrysanthemums was notably 
beautiful, many of the specimens being of the 
choicest varietiés. 

The Senate chamber has been redecorated 
and recarpeted. The ‘principal features of 
and /individuality have been re- 
they have been added to by the 
artistic decorations. A bright green carpet 
with old gold figures has taken the place of | 
the old gold carpet, and the desks and fur- 
nishings of the chamber have been notably 
improved. 

An hour before noon the galleries were 
thronged with spectators, every available 
inch of standing room being occupied. Sena- 
tors assembled slowly. Mr. Kean [N. J.] 
was the first to appear. He was closely fol- 
lowed by. Mr. Tillman IS. C. J. Mr. Hoar 
[Mass. soon after took his seat and buried 
himself in a newspaper. The venerable 
Senator Vest of Missouri was in his seat 
twenty minutes before the body was called 
to.order. By noon practically every Senator 
in the city had appeared in the chamber.

Washington, D. C., Dec, 2—The monthly 
comparative statement of the receipts and 
expenditures. of the government, iseued to- 
day, shows that during November, 1901, the 
receipts amounted to $45,776,776, and the ex- 
penditures $40,196,916, which leaves a sur- 
plus for the month of $5,517,860, and $32,- 
878,030 for the five months of the present 
fiseal year.

BULLETINS ON CROP CONDITIONS 
ENCOURAGING, 


Grain-Growing States During No- 
vember Was Favorable for Farm 
Work-—Rains Teward the Close of 
Some Planting Delayed te Avoid the 
Washington, D. C., Dec. 2,—[Special. Fol- 
lowing is the monthly official crop report, is- 
sued today. The month as a whole was dry, 
with temperatures averaging above the nor 
mai west of the Mississippi River, while to 
the eastward of the Mississippi it was colder 
than usual. 
The whole winter wheat area has suffered 


moisture during November. Winter wheat 
fs, however, reported in promising condition 
in western Missouri, and generally 


| in Ilineis. In central and eastern Missouri 


and generally throughout the. Ohio valley 
and mid-Atlantic States the conditions of 
the crop is ‘not. promising, although it was 


part of the month. In the upper Ohio valley 
and Michigan much seeding was purposely 
delayed to avoid the Hessian fly. In the Pa- 
cific coast States the outlook for fall sown 
grain is promising, especially in California: 


‘Winter Wheat Bulletins. 

The following statements, relating mainly 
‘to winter wheat, have been forwarded by 
State section directors of the climate and 
crop service of the Weather bureau in the 
principal winter wheat States: 

New York—First of month dry, last half 
cold and windy, with much snow; grain in 
interior of State well protected, depth of 
snow ranging from two inches in south to 
two feet in parts of northern section; weath- 
er favorable for winter grain, which is in 
good condition, but backward. 

Pennsylvania—Conditions were favorable 
for husking corn and the securing of late 
crops; owing to protracted drought plowing 
could not be completed.in some sections, and 
late sown grain has not germinated; early 
sown grain has attained a good stand and is 
in good condition, although growth has been 
slow; heavy rain of last week will be bene- 
fetal to grain, springs, and streams. : 

Maryland and Delaware—Long and injuri- 
ous drought broken on 23d and 2th; wheat 
sown before rains of Oct. 13 shows improve- 
‘ment, but late wheat, much of which failed 
to sprout during dry period, responds slowly; 
crop as a whole small in growth and poor in 
stand. 

Virginia—General condition of winter 
wheat not good, owing to cold and dry weath- 
er; late seeding especially has suffered, some 
having failed to germinate; rain of 23d bene- 
ficial. 

North Carolina—Seeding wheat delayed by 
drought and not completed; weather during 
November cold, dry, and windy, unfavorable 
for’ germination of seeds, consequently 
stands of wheat, rye, and oats poor; rain of 
Nov. 28 beneficial, but more needed; ground 
still dry and hard; inc acreage in 
wheat. 

Texas—November. warm and dry, except 
local rains in east and east-central sections; 
wheat practically all sown and up, and where 
not too-dry is making fine growth; insects 
have not yet appeared; general rain would 
improve conditions; drought severe in west- 
central counties and along Rio Grande. 

Arkansas—W eather generally favorable for 
wheat; early sown generally good stands, 
healthy, and vigorous; late sown much bene- 
fited’ by timely freezes or 
frosts sufficient to do any - 

Tennessee Except light rains at intervals 
the month was dry and cool and favorable 
for farm work, which was well advanced. 


South Has Pleasant Weather. 

Kentucky Cool, pleasant weather, with 
rainfall much below normal; in western por- 
tion about usual acreage winter wheat has 
been sown and it is in good condition; in cen- 
tral and eastern portions acreage is low and 
cool; tobacco cured nicely, but little strippng 
nas been done on account of dry weather.

Indiana—Much wheat was sown late to 
avoid damage by insects; it has made slow 
growth on account of continued dry weather;

and needs rain badly. 

Ohlo— Dry weather has injured wheat ex- 
cept in the northeastern portion; in the south 
there was insufficent moisture for proper 
germination of the seed; in central and west- 
ern counties the plants have grown little; fly 
is reported in a few southern counties. 

Michigan—November too dry for best 
growth and winter wheat is small but 
healthy and well colored; acreage smaller 
than last year and mostly seeded later than

DECEPTION INVALIDATES POLICY 


United States Court of Appeals Holds 
That Questions Touching Applica- 
tion Must Be Truthful. 


St. Louls, Mo., Dec. 2.—The validity of an 
insurance policy depende on thg truthful 
answer to questions propounded the com- 
pany when the application for insurance is 
made.

RESUMES NATURAL GAS FIGHT. 


Indiana Inspector Said to Have Made 
Secret Test on Pipe Line and Found 


Pressure Too High. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Dec. 2.—[Special 
Gas Inspector Leach made a secret test on 
the natural. gas line of the Chicago Pipe Line 
company,-near Fairmount, on Sunday night.

THE PHILIPPINE DECISION, 

Now it becomes necessary for Congress 
to legislate forthwith concerning the 
Philippines. The Supreme Court has de- 
cided that the islands are not foreign but 
domestic territory so far as the customs laws 
of the United States are concerned. Duties 
eannot be collected on goods shipped from 
this country to the Philippines or brought 
from them to the United States. 

The decision which was handed down 
yesterday by the Supreme Court, Justices 
Gray, Shiras, White, and McKenna dis- 
senting, runs on all fours with the decision 
in one of the Porto Rico cases disposed of 
early in the year. De Lima sued to recover | 


00 8 t to the ratification 
of the treaty of pedée, but prior to the en- 
actment of the Foraker law. There it was 
held that the ratification of the treaty made 
Porto Rico domestic territory within the 
meaning of the tariff laws. But in another 
case the court held that the Foraker law 
put Porto Rico outside the scope of the 
tariff laws. The court now holds that there 
was no legislation to that effect when Emi! 
J. Pepke, returning from the Philippines 
with some diamond rings, was made to pay 
duties on them. 
Immediately after the ratification of the 
treaty of peace the Senate adopted the Mc- 
Enery resolution, which declares, among 
other things, that “it is not intended to 
permanently annex the Philippine Islands 
as an integral part of the territory of the 
United States.” That resolution does not, in 
the opinion of the majority of the court, of 
whom Justice Brown—who has had the de- 
ciding vote all along—is one, change the 
situation. N was thought that the fact that 
the Philipps, though ceded by Spain, 
had not been pacified and were not in full 
possession of the United States, would in- 
fluence the court. It does not appear to have 
done 80. 
The Spooner amendment to the army bill, 
adopted by the last Congress, confers on 
the President temporarily civil and other 
powers in the Philippines. But this legis- 
lation differs widely from the Foraker law, 
whch prescribed what the duties should be 
on imports from Porto Rico and on goods 
shipped from this country to that island. . 
It follows, therefore, that no duties can 
be collected now on imports from the Philip- 
pines or on goods sent there from here. And 
as the treaty of peace provides that for ten 
years Spanish merchandise shall be admit- 
ted to the islands on the same terms as mer- 
chandise of the United States, it follows 
that Spanish merchandise must be admitted 
free until Congress shall have legislated 
concerning Philippine customs duties and 
internal revenue taxes as it did concerning 
The constitutionality of such a law cer- 
tainly will be upheld by the Supreme Court. 
In another opinion handed down yesterday 
,—Justice Brown again being the odd man 
tho court again upholds the constitution a|i- 
ty of the Foraker law. This time the dis- 
pute turned on the lawfulness of duties on 
American products shipped to Porto Rico. 
It was contended that such duties were ex- 
port duties and, therefore, unconstitutional. 
This was a ticklish point, but the court has 
sustained the law, but chiefly on the ground 
that it was a temporary expedient ” and 
was “in the interest of Porto Rico.” These 
remarks create a doubt as to whether the 
Supreme Court as at present constituted 
will uphold a law providing for the per- 
manent imposition of duties on American 
exports to the Philippines.

“Freedom of Speech in Connection with 
Education.” _ Conflicting views were ex- 
pressed, Some speakers leaned toward the 
belief that no restrictions should be placed 
upon the utterances of instructors and pro- 
fessors. Others insisted that the greatest 
care should be taken not to express views 
obnoxious to the patrons and benefactors of 
the university. 

President Founce of Brown University 
tried to reconcile these two views when he 
said that while on the one hand the univer- 
sity should not be reduced to the level of a 
plantation and the professors treated like 
hired hands, still, on the other hand, there 
was little sense in the theory that a school 
need not consider the feelings, the convic- 
tions, and the reputations of those persons 
who make its existence possible. The right 
course, thought Dr. Founce, was to be found 
somewhere between these two extremes. 
There must be courtesy on the part of the 
professor and forbearance on the part of the

ARE LOW FARES WANTED? 

There are sometimes found men who deny 
that people care for low fares. The denial, 
however, is not usually accompanied with 
& proposal to find out by asking the peo- 
ple themselves. Postponing for future 
consideration the question as to whether 
lower fares are practicable locally it is in 
point to ask whether they are really wanted. 

No election in this city has ever turned 
upon this question or involved it as a domi- 
nant issue. The voters, therefore, have not 
been dfrectly heard from in respect to it. 
Yet despite his apparent change of mind 
on tie subject the successful candidate in 
the last Mayoralty election made “ reduced 
fares for the rush hours” one of the points 
of his platform, and the Municipal Voters’ 
league platform contained a plank to the 
same effect—two facts which are certain- 
ly significant as to public opinion.

A CHANGE IN MEDICAL ETHICS. 

That “ the world do move ” in medical cir- 
cles is indicated by an address recently made 
by Dr. George B. Fowler, the retiring Pres- 
ident of the New York County Medical so 
ciety, a practitioner of the allopathic, or 
“regular” school, as it calls itself. 

Dr. Fowler on this occasion said that the 
code now permits consultation with any le- 
gally qua medical practitioner, and 
that the high standards of medical educa- 
tion in New York today are the results of 
this. He said further: We have secured 
the codperation of the societies of the regu- 
lars, the eclectics, and the homeopaths. We 
do not respect ourselves and-are not re- 
spected when we disagree among ourselves. 
I think the day is near when there will be 
a general handshaking and agreement, and 
I hope the day is coming when the whol 
medical profession will be one.” „

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ING EDWARD has settled once and 

_ for all time the question as to who of 

the peers and peeresses are to attend 

the coronation. For an official an- 
nouncement has just been made to the 

effect that only those peers and peeresses of 
the realm who have been presented at court 
will receive royal summonses to the cere- 
mony and that no peer or péeress who has 
not been officially presented at a drawing- 
room or at a levee will be allowed to attend. 

This is, of course, the most sensible man- 
ner of dealing with the problem, since it is 
evident that those peers and peeresses who, 
for one reason or another, have been barred 
from presentation at court, are not fit people 
to attend the coronation. But it may be 
questioned whether King Edward is not ig- 
noring some statutory rights in the affair, as 
both peers and peeresses, no matter what 
their conduct, are undoubtedly entitled by 
law to be present in an official capacity at 
the coronation. 

I do not quite see, however, nos they can 
enforce those legal rights, such as they are, 
or how they can secure any redress from the 
crown in the event of their rights being 
ignored. For thére is no tribunal competent 
to deal with the matter, excepting the House 
of Lords itself, and one cannot quite imagine 
the House of Lords quarreling with King 
Edward for endeavoring to eliminate from 
their list on official occasions peers and 
peeresses whose behavior or antecedents 
have been such as to involve their exclusion 
from the royal court. 

Inasmuch as some of the peeresses who 
prior to their marriage achieved celebrity on 
the stage have ever been presented, it nat ur- 
ally follows that they will not be allowed to 
attend the coronation, and the same rule 
likewise applies to peeresses who have been 
barred from court on en of divorce 
court celebrity. 


Of all the marriages that have taken place
